To  the  HonoraMe,  The  General  AssemMy  of  Maryland: 

I  beg  to  respectfully  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  September  30th,  1907. 

RECEIPTS. 

The  gross  receipts  of  the  Treasury  proper  during  the  fiscal  year, 
as  shown  in  statement  "A,"  were  |3,975,2.31.18,  which,  added  to  the 
balance  on  hand  September  30th,  1906,  of  §1,529,513.08,  aggregate 
15.501,744.26,  as  against  |6,046,341.85  for  the  year  previous,  or  an 
apparent  ^shrinkage  of  |541,597.59.  Yet  this  is  not  true,  since  extra- 
ordinary receipts  are  included  in  the  revenue  for  1906,  as  follows :

It  must  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  State  tax  rate  for  1906 
was  231/2  cents  on  each  $100,  while  for  the  year  just  closed  it  was 
but  16  cents  on  each  $100,  hence  the  revenue  accruing  from  this 
direct  tax  ihust  necessarily  be  much  larger  for  the  first  named  year. 
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Eliminating,  therefore,  these  extraordinary  revenues  there  is  no 
shrinkage  in  fact,  but  on  the  contrary  the  usual  receipts  of  the 
Treasury  have  been  more  than  maintained. 

In  order  that  you  may  know  what  are  the  revenues  of  the  State 
government,  applicable  to  the  ordinary  running  expenses  thereof 
I  submit  the  following  statement,  eliminating  the  question  of 
balances,  to  wit :

a  sum  in  excess  of  that  of  the  year  previous  by  $140,000  in  round 
figures.  All  the  revenue  and  receipts  in  the  above  statement  came 
into  the  Treasury  as  specifically  dedicated  funds  and  not  applicable 
for  the  ordinary  running  expenses  of  the  State  government.  This 
sum  of  $1,997,494.42,  or  say,  $2,000,000  for  the  fiscal  year  1908, 
exclusive  of  balance  brought  down,  therefore,  represents  the  amount 
within  which  the  appropriations,  both  standing  and  current,  must 
be  made.  Any  increase  over  this  sum  must  necessarily  embarrass 
the  Treasury,  unless  other  sources  of  revenue  not  now  known  be 
found. 

The  most  largely  increased  item  of  revenue  will  be  found  in  that 
of  Tax  on  Gross  Eeceipts  of  Corporations,  and  is  largely  due  to  the 
operations  of  the  law  of  1906,  Chapter  712,  increasing  the  rate. 
The  revenue  from  this  source  has  been  as  follows :

While  this  revenue  shows  a  large  increase,  and  upon  this  princi- 
pally the  State  has  relied  for  payment  of  larger  appropriations, 
yet  such  increase  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  demands  upon  the 
Treasury. 

DISBURSEMENTS, 

In  statement  ''B,"  you  will  find  payments  from  the  Treasury 
y)roper  aggregating  $4,139,803.02.  This  statement  also  gives  the 
character  of  such  payments,  together  with  the  Acts  of  Assembly 
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authorizing  the  same.  At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  viz: 
September  30th,  1907,  there  was  to  the  credit  of  the  State  the  sum 
of  11,364,881.24,  or  a  sum  less  by  |152,000.54  than  the  year  previous. 
This  balance  of  |1,364,881.24  appears  large,  indeed  is,  in  com- 
parison with  the  total  revenue  of  the  State,  and  for  fear  that  the 
figures  may  mislead  you,  I  am  led  to  submit  the  following  statement 
in  order  that  you  may  be  advised  as  to  the  i>roi)er  and  legal  charges 
against  this  Balance:

FREE    SCHOOL    FUND. 

Statement  "E"  will  exhibit  in  detail  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments on  account  of  this  Fund,  while  the  stock  or  investment 
account  will  be  found  in  statement  "F-A."  The  receipts  for  the 
year,  including  the  balance  from  the  previous  year,  aggregate  the 
sum  of  $84,046.09,  while  there  was  disbursed  to  Baltimore  City  and 
the  several  Counties  the  sum  of  |74,248.19,  leaving  a  balance  to  the 
credit  of  this  fund  of  |9,797.90. 

SINKING    FUNDS. 

These  funds  are  fully  exhibited  in  statements  ''E"  and  ''F,"  and 
to  them  a  careful  examination  is  respectfully  invited.  Every  dollar 
that  came  into  the  Treasury  for  their  account  was  duly  credited  and 
invested,  so  that  no  loss  of  interest  accrued  by  a  cash  balance  being 
carried  into  the  next  fiscal  year,  while  all  of  the  investments  made 
were  in  the  securities  of  the  State.  A  condensed  statement  is  here- 
with submitted :

You  will  observe  in  said  statement  that  $248,000  of  the  Peniten- 
tiary Loan  was  redeemed,  the  same  having  become  due  January  1, 
1907.     This  represents  the  remainder  of  the  $500,000  issue,  $2.52,000 
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of  said  Loan  having  been  exchanged  for  a  part  of  the  State's  interest 
in  the  stock  of  the  Washington  Branch  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  in  April,  1906,  so  that  the  entire  Loan  is  now 
extinguished.  When  it  is  remembered  that  no  tax  is  now  levied  to 
support  these  funds,  and  that  their  integritj'  rests  upon  the  revenues 
of  the  State,  the  above  showing  must  be  satisfactory  indeed, 

OYSTER   FUND. 

The  receipts  and  disbursements  of  this  Fund  are  shown  in  state- 
ment "H,"  the  receipts  being  $60,442.69  and  the  disbursements 
156,898.48,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  of  |3,544.21.  This  does  not 
represent,  however,  the  true  condition  of  the  Fund.  Included 
among  the  "receipts"  is  an  appropriation  of  |15,000,  Chapter  809 
of  1906,  so  that  the  actual  receipts  for  the  year,  exclusive  of  the 
balance  brought  down,  were  only  |44,236.49,  a  sum  entirely  inade- 
quate to  maintain  thd  State  Fishery  Force.  Indeed  the  revenues 
have  not  been  sufficient  for  some  years  to  meet  the  expenses ;  conse- 
quently bills  have  been  carried  over  from  one  fiscal  year  to  the  other, 
and  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  revenues  accruing  since  October  1,  1907, 
have  become  exhausted,  and  there  will  not  be  to  the  credit  of  this 
Fund  on  January  1,  1908,  a  sufficient  amount  to  meet  the  payroll 
on  that  date.  The  oyster  revenues  have  annually  decreased,  and 
are  now  no  longer  able  to  maintain  the'  Fund,  not  because  of 
increased  expenditures,  but  shrinkage  in  receipts.  The  industry 
cannot,  in  my  judgment,  bear  additional  taxation.  That  levied  at 
the  present  time  is  onerous.  Therefore  the  general  Treasury  must 
be  called  upon  for  such  relief  as  may  be  necessary  to  properly  main- 
tain this  branch  of  the  State's  service. 

STATE    DEBT. 

The  debt  of  the  State  is  given  in  full  in  statement  "J."  The 
gross  debt  of  the  State  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ended  Septem- 
ber 30th,  1906,  was  |6,167,926.13.  On  September  30th,  1907.  it  was 
.^5,078.926.13.  The  net  debt  of  the  State  on  September  30th,  1906, 
was  1838,201.41,  and  the  net  debt  on  September  30th,  1907,  was  only 
$562,901.41,  or  an  actual  reduction  in  the  net  debt  of  the  State  of 
$275,300,  and  that  too  notwithstanding  the  $59,000  issue  of  new 
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bonds  during  the  3'ear — Public  Buildings  Loan — for  the  completion 
of  the  Maryland  Penitentiary. 

You  will  notice  that  no  mention  is  made  in  said  statement  of  the 
Penitentiary  Loan  of  |248,000.  As  before  explained,  these  Bonds 
were  all  redeemed  and  the  Loan  extinguished.  Stocks  standing  to 
credit  of  its  sinking  fund,  viz  :

were  transferred  to  their  own  respective  sinking  funds,  making 
them,  therefore,  active  assets  for  such  loans,  indeed,  virtually  can- 
celling those  loans  for  a  like  amount. 

The  gross  debt  of  the  State  September  30th,  1907,  was  |5,978,- 
926.13,  yet  the  State  holds  in  the  Sinking  Funds  securities  of  its 
own  bonds  to  the  extent  of  $3,388,554.72,  and  other  securities — 
municipal  and  county  bonds — amounting  to  |440,000.  But  of  the 
State  securities,  statement  "F,"  I  wish  to  more  particularly  call 
your  attention,  to  wit :

If  these  securities  were  all  cancelled,  the  gross  debt  of  the  State 
instead  of  being  |5,978,926.13,  would  be  but  12,590,371.41.  Of 
course  it  would  make  no  difference  whatever  in  the  net  debt, 
because  credit  has  already  been  given  for  these  securities.  It  does 
look  a  little  odd,  however,  that  the  State  should  be  paying  interest 
on  a  Loan,  every  bond  of  which  it  owns,  as  the  State  Loan  of  1902, 
practically  all  of  the  State  Building  and  Improvement  Loan,  and 
about  one-half  of  each  the  otlier  two  Loans  of  the  State,  even  though 
the  increment  therefrom  does  accrue  to  the  State  for  its  Sinking 
Funds.  In  my  judgment,  all  these  State  securities  in  the  sinking 
funds  should  be  cancelled  and  charged  off  the  books  of  the  Treasury. 
The  debt  statement  would  then  be  as  follows :

ASSESSMENT   AND    LEVY    OF    1907. 

The  assessable  basis  of  tlie  State  for  the  year  1907  was 
1765,109,228,  or  an  increase  of  |26.347,067  over  the  year  previous. 
As  the  direct  tax  of  16  cents  on  each  flOO  of  this  basis  is  levied  for 
the  Public  Schools  no  portion  thereof  is  applicable  for  the  running 
expenses  of  the  government. 

PUBLIC    SCHOOLS    AND    FREE    SCHOOL    BOOKS. 

The  receipts  and  disbursements  on  ^account  of  these  funds  are 
fully  shown  in  statements  "L"  and  "M."  There  was  paid  from  the 
Treasury  during  the  fiscal  year  on  account  of  the  school  tax  and 
for  books  the  sum  of  11,250,907.50. 

For  some  timfe  prior  to  the  year  1904  the  public  school  tax  was 
101/,  cents  on  each  |100.  Chapter  584  of  that  year  increased  the 
tax  from  lOi/o  cents  to  15  cents,  while  the  Legislature  of  1906 
increased  said  tax  to  16  cents,  providing,  however,  that  such  tax 
phould  support  the  |150,000  for  free  books.     For  your  information 
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and  iu  order  to  show  what  the  State  has  been  and  is  now  doing  to 
foster  public  schools,  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  statement, 
showing  the  amounts  disbursed,  not  including  appropriations  to 
certain  colleges,  save  for  years  1896,  1897,  1898:

This  fund  will  be  largely  increased  during  the  present  year,  for 
the  reason  of  a  successful  suit  by  the  State  of  Maryland  against  the 
City  of  Baltimore  for  a  portion  of  the  State  tax  withheld  on  City 
Loans  for  the  years  1902  to  1906  both  inclusive.  Article  81  of  the 
Code  of  Public  General  Laws  requires  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
through  its  Register,  to  pay  the  State  tax  on  the  City's  stock  loans 
for  the  holders  thereof,  and  directing  its  collection  from  them  by 
the  City  by  deducting  it  from  the  interest  due  and  payable  thereon 
to  them.  The  Appeal  Tax  Court  held  that  the  City  could  not  be 
required  to  pay  the  tax  on  any  City  stock  held  by  National  banks 
and  corporations  created  by  this  State,  which  pay  State  taxes  on 
their  capital  stock,  or  by  Savings  Banks,  which  pay  State  taxes  on 
their  deposits.  Therefore,  in  making  out  and  transmitting  to  this 
office  the  list  of  holders  of  City  stock,  they  omitted  the  stock  held 
by  said  corporations.  Suit  was  instituted  by  the  State  in  the 
Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City,  the  case  being  finally  heard  by 
the  Court  of  Appeals  and  a  decision  rendered,  December  21,  1906, 
in  favor  of  the  State,  whereby  the  City  will  pay  into  the  State 
Treasury,  in  principal  and  interest,  the  sum  of  $151,352.95; 
f  83,186.30  of  which  will  be  credited  to  the  Public  School  Tax. 


STATE    CARE    OF    IXSAXE. 


The  Legislature  of  1904,  by  Chapter  421,  enacted  a  law  with 
possibilities  so  portentous  that  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  call  your 
attention  thereto.     Section  2  provides,  ''From  and  after  the  first 
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day  of  January,  1909,  the  State  of  Maryland  shall  be  charged  with 
the  maintenance,  care,  control  and  treatment  of  all  dependent  insane 
persons  who  are  at  that  time  residents  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 
And  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  said  first  day  of  January,  1909, 
the  State  Board  of  Lunacy  shall  transfer  from  the  several  county 
almshouses  and  county  and  city  asylums  to  one  of  the  State  Hos- 
pitals for  the  insane  such  dependent  insane  persons  who  are  resi- 
dents of  the  State  of  Maryland  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  Board 
of  Lunacy  should  be  so  removed;  and  all  such  dependent  insane 
persons,  after  their  removal  to  one  of  the  State  hospitals  for  the 
insane,  shall  be  maintained  therein  at  the  expense  of  the  State." 

In  the  first  place,  said  Act  carries  no  appropriation  whatever. 
Secondly,  if  you  should  make  the  provisions  of  said  Act  effective, 
you  must  necessarily  levy  a  large  tax  to  meet  such  expenditures. 

APPROPRIATION    FOR  THE    EXPENSES    OF    THE    PRESENT    SESSION. 

Chapter  818  of  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1906,  known 
as  the  General  Appropriation  Law  for  1908,  makes  provision  for 
the  support  of  the  State  government,  under  various  sub-titles,  in 
these  words :  "That  for  the  expenditures  in  the  support  of  the  State 
Government  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  with  the  first  day  of 
October,  1907,  and  ending  with  the  thirtieth  day  of  September,  1908, 
the  following  sums  of  money,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, be  and  the  same  are  hereby  appropriated,  that  is  to  say : 
Tor  State  Officers,'  'Judiciary,'  'Militia,'  'Legislature,'  etc.," 
embracing  the  various  branches  of  the  State  government.  The 
appropriation  under  the  sub-title  "Legislature,"  is  made  as  follows : 
"To  pay  the  officers  and  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  including 
postage,  stationery,  mileage  and  miscellaneous  expenses,  as  follows 
to  wit:  For  the  per  diem  of  the  President  of  the  Senate,  at  eight 
dollars  per  day,  seven  hundred  and  twenty  dollars,"  and  then  follows 
the  appropriations  for  the  per  diem  of  the  other  members  of  the 
Senate,  certain  employees  thereof  therein  mentioned,  the  per  diem 
of  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  the  per  diem  of  the  other 
members  of  the  House  and  the  per  diem  of  certnin  officers  of  the 
House  of  Delegates  therein  designated,  and  ending  with  these  words: 
"And  for  the  above  expenses  of  the  Logislnture  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  or  so  nnidi  1  hereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated." 
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The  per  diem  of  the  members  and  officers  of  the  General  Assembly 
therein  mentioned,  aggregates  but  $79,605,  the  difference  between 
this  sum  and  the  amount  of  $150,000  passed  by  the  General 
Assembly  representing  the  sum  necessary,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
liegislature  of  1906,  to  pay  the  "postage,  stationery,  mileage  and 
miscellaneous  expenses"  of  your  present  session. 

His  Excellency,  Edwin  Warfield,  exercising  the  authority  vested 
in  him  by  law,  approved  said  Act  with  the  folloAving  qualification : 
"Approved  except  as  to  the  item  in  the  expenses  for  the  Legislature 
for  1908,  reading  as  follows:  'And  for  the  above  expenses  of  the 
Legislature  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated.'  This 
item  is  disapproved." 

There  is,  therefore,  no  appropriation  for  the  present  session  cover- 
ing "postage,  stationery,  mileage  and  miscellaneous  expenses,"  not 
even  for  the  members  and  officers  therein  mentioned,  nor  can  this 
Department  honor  any  orders  of  the  Committee  on  Claims  for  any 
sums  save  and  except  the  per  diem  of  the  members  and  officers 
therein  specifically  designated,  unless  your  Honorable  Bodies  shall 
have  first  passed  an  Act  providing  therefor,  which  Act  must  receive 
the  Governor's  approval, 

CONCLUSION, 

As  before  noted  in  these  remarks  the  demands  upon  the  Treasury 
have  increased  greater  proportionately  than  its  revenues.  The 
maintenance  of  the  State  Government  is  largely  in  excess  of  a  few 
years  ago,  and  necessarily  so.  The  advanced  position  taken  by  the 
State  in  erecting  new  buildings  of  the  most  modern  type  for  the 
care  of  its  insane  and  feeble-minded,  with  their  increased  cost  of 
maintenance,  its  liberal  policy  towards  hospitals  and  institutions 
of  learning,  its  policy  of  good  roads,  have  of  necessity  increased  the 
State's  burden,  which  is  now  being  felt,  so  that  at  the  time  of  the 
writing  of  these  remarks,  there  is  to  the  credit  of  the  State,  exclusive 
of  dedicated  funds,  less  than  |200,000,  with  demands  in  excess  of 
this  amount.  I  am'  sure  you  do  not  desire  the  State  to  recede  from 
this  position  of  justice  and  liberality  in  caring  for  its  own.  How, 
therefore,  can  all  this  be  accomplished  if  the  appropriations  to 
other  interests  shall  be  too  liberal?     We  have  advanced  sufficiently 
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far  into  the  present  fiscal  year  for  the  Treasury  officials  to  say  the 
State  has  reached  that  position  of  liberal  donations  beyond  which 
it  is  not  safe  to  go.  Indeed,  in  my  judgment,  retrenchment  should 
begin.  In  view  of  these  facts,  how,  therefore,  can  any  of  the  present 
revenues  be  diverted  from  the  State  Treasury? 

A  radical  departure,  in  my  opinion,  should  be  made  by  the  Legis- 
lature in  making  appropriations.  At  present  thous'ands  of  dollars 
each  year  are  drawn  from  the  Treasury  under  Acts  of  Assembly 
which  have  been  in  force  continually  for  a  long  period  of  time,  some 
running  back  as  far  as  one  hundred  and  nine  years.  Many  institu- 
tions or  commissions  have  special  appropriations  passed  at  different 
sessions,  in  which  after  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  is  given 
there  is  inserted  the  words  "annually  appropriated."  Of  course 
these  appropriations  then  become  standing  ones,  and  are  therefore 
not  passed  upon  by  the  succeeding  Legislatures,  the  result  being  that 
many  of  the  institutions,  boards  or  commissions  have  several 
different  appropriations,  it  being  difficult  in  the  time  given  for  a 
legislative  session  amid  the  various  other  onerous  duties  imposed 
upon  its  members  for  them  to  ascertain  the  exact  amount  really 
appropriated.  And  again.  If  an  appropriation  is  made  and  only 
a  part  disbursed  during  the  year,  the  balance  is  carried  down  on 
the  books  of  the  Treasury  into  the  next  fiscal  year.  In  my  judgment 
all  standing,  special  or  continuous  appropriations  should  be  repealed 
so  that  the  merits  Of  every  branch  of  the  State's  service,  appropria- 
tions of  every  kind,  public  or  private,  should  be  passed  upon  by  each 
Legislature.  There  should  be  one  bill  for  each  fiscal  year,  which 
bill  should  carry  every  dollar  of  demands  upon  the  Treasury  for 
that  period.  As  it  now  exists,  where  special  bills  carrying  appro- 
priations are  being  passed  by  each  Legislature,  it  is  absolutely 
impossible  for  this  department  or  even  your  Honorable  Bodies  to 
ascertain  the  extent  of  those  appropriations  until  after  the  Legis- 
lature shall  have  adjourned.  If  all  appropriations  were  covered  in 
one  bill  for  each  year,  with  unexpended  balances  reverting,  the 
revenues  of  the  State  being  easily  ascertainable,  the  expenditures 
or  budget  could  and  should  ahvays  be  made,  upon  this  basis. 

In  presenting  this,  my  last  report,  it  is  a  source  of  gratification 
and    pleasure    to   be   succeeded   by   my   predecessor,   Hon.    J.    W. 
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Hering,  who  so  faithfully  administered  for  four  jears  the  affairs  of 
this  department,  and  I  feel  confident  that  the  same  care  in  its 
management  will  be  exercis-ed  by  him  in  the  future. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  wise  and  intelligent 
interest  always  manifested  in  the  financial  affairs  of  State  by  His 
Excellency,  Edwin  Warfield,  Governor  of  Maryland,  and  also  to 
the  Hon.  Murray  Yandiver,  State  Treasurer,  with  whom  I  have 
shared  the  responsibilities  of  this  department  for  the  past  four 
years. 

It  is  with  no  little  regret  that  the  official  relations  with  those 
with  whom  I  have  been  associated  in  this  office  must  soon  end.  To 
my  chief  clerk,  Harry  J.  Hopkins,  Esq.,  I  am  especially  grateful. 
His  long  experience  in  the  Comptroller's  office  has  qualified  him  to 
render  me  assistance  I  consider  invaluable.  I  desire  to  also  accord 
to  all  the  clerks  in  my  department  that  faithful  service  which  each 
individually  merit.
